ECENTLY a man died of black 
smallpox in Chicago. 
The health commissioner om 
| dered the school children vacci- 
| nated, as was his duty under the Su- 
preme court decision in the Jenkins case. 
A group of parents resisted the at- 
tempt and the case went to court, 
‘where it was decided that the health 
| commissioner wae right. 
Where did the case of blaék smallpox 
come . from? 5; 
A pestal employé céntracted the dis- 
ease in Kansas City. He came to Chi- 
cago, infected his wife and stirred up 
the neighborhood and died. ! 
Kansas City had smallpox last sum- 
mer, It seems that there is a lot of 
anti-vaceination sentiment out in that 
section and the smallpox has been very 
mild. Milder than vaccination, the anti- 
vaccinationists sald. 
The disease was permitted to smolder 
on uncontrolled and when cold weather 
came on ft flared up not only in number 
of cases but also in the type of the 
disease. The report is that their deaths 
are approaching one hundred in number 
and that nearly onéthird of the cases 
die, and of those who get well practically 
all are disfigured for life. 


The disease is not among Negroes, or 
in the slums or among the lodging house 
people. It is the great, independent, 
liberty loving native born American citi- 
zen, calling. himself ‘% man of the high- 
er type, who is getting it in theeneck. 

This experience is fot peculiar to Kan- 
sas City. It has happened in Chicago 
more than once,

Fatlure to 
Fortify Islands Called Menace,” the sub- 
heading reads “ Reilly Indicates British 
and Japan Are Wiser.” He says under 
the caption “ Handicaps U. 8S. Navy” : 
“ Should the Japanese succeed in gain- 
ing their point with reference to Guam 
and Manila (meaning their désire that 
we agree not to fortify these islands) 
America will be unable to bring to bear 
in the far east naval forces of sufficient 
strength to match the force which either 
Japan or Great Britain can exert there.’”* 
Is not this article by the general a typ- 
{cal product of the best military minds 
we have, and is not its whole tendency 
to cause the casual reader to think the 
British and Japanese are wiser in pol- 
icy than we are, and that it is a mistake 
for us at this time not to insist on ex- 
pensive fortifications in the western Pa- 
cific, notwithstanding the facts (1) that 
we would not permit any other power 
the same rights in the Americas, (2) that 
no limitation of armament is possible as 
long as we insist on having a fort tn the 
back yard of each of our neighbors. 

To ask this is to ask that we be en- 
abled to carry on an aggressive war in 
the western Pacific on an equal basis 
with Great Britain or Japan. Is it not 
patent that your advice, to use in the 
development of policy the military mind 
as do foreign governments, and the ad- 
vice of the general above referred to,. 
would, instead of leading us along the 
path of unaggressive peace, keep our eyes 
fixed on military necessities of offense 
on an equality with all other powers In 
all parts of the world? What do we want 
in Asia anyhow aside from peace, equal- 
ity of privilege in trade and fair treat- 
ment for the Philippine people along with 
all other people, all of which a reason- 
able policy of conciliation will in all 
probability give us?

ted to a vote of the people in accord- 
ance with the constitution and the 


statute. 
Hold First Act an Appropriation. 

“When the council] passed the ordl- 
nance authorizing the issuance of these 
nonds and that ordinance was ap- 
proved by the people and the bonds 
sold, this was an appropriation of the 
funds thus raised to the object men- 
doned in the ordinance, viz.: The con- 
struction of bridges and other struc- 
ures in connection with the improve- 
ment. No further appropriation was 
necessary and the attempted approprt- 
ation in the ardinance for 1921 was of 
no force or effect.” 

Later in, the opinion the court says: 
the council desired to retain 
control over these funds it should 
have 80 provided in the ordinance au- 
thorizing the issuance of the bonds. 
Prom the allegations of the bill we as- 
sume that this was not done. It fol- 
yg therefore, that the. attempt of 

the city council in 1921 to reappro- 
priate these funds was a nullity, and 
the disbursement of the funds should 
not have been enjoined.”

ELLIS 
DISGRACES U. S.., 
WOMAN CHARGES 


Tells Result of Her 
Investigation. 
Conditions itn the women’s dormi- 
tories where immigrants are housed 
at Ellis island were described as a dis- 
grace to America and almost beyond 
human endurance by Mrs. Frederick J. 
Macnish, Oak Park club woman in an 
address before the Men’s club of 
Grace Methodist church in Oak Park 
last night. 
Mrs. Macnish just recently returned 
from Ellis island, where she spent 
three weeks investigating conditions 
\among the immigrants. Most of the 
time she dressed as one of the ma- 
trons. 

Doesn’t Blame Attendants. 
Inadequate accommodations she 
blamed more than the personnel for 
the hardships women had to undergo. 
Most of the employés, she said, were 
doing the best they could for the im- 
migrants. 
Although the women’s department 
was described as the worst, Mrs. Mac- 
nish said there were many other fea-. 
tures at the island which should be im- 
proved. The immigrant’s life she found 
to be an extremely hard one. For this 
she blamed the American consuls 
abroad, the steamship companies, poor 
facilities furnished by the government, 
and the general apathy of the Amert- 
can people toward conditions surround- 
ing immigrants in general. 

Blames U. S. Consuls. . 
The consuls she blamed for allowing 
prospective immigrants to come to the 
United States when medical inspection 
showed they had absolutely no chance 
to be accepted by the examination 
board. One case in point’she mentioned 
was where—of a family of five—one 
child died of disease at the island, two 
others were taken to the hospital, and 
the father was a hopeless consumptive. 
Yet they had been passed. 
For the steamship lines she had only 
condemnation... She blamed them for 
encouraging immigrants to come when 
their cases were hopeless. She also at- 
tacked one ship which she said she 
found in a terribly filthy condition aft- 
er it had been reported ready to receive 
immigrants who had to be deported. 
She also asserted that there was no 
rnatron on the’ ship when she arrived.
